SUPPLY 
Distribution 


It is apparent that excessive stocks of medical supplies are held 
in the various echelons of distribution. This is due somewhat to the : 
policy of control companies, both at the national and prefectural levels, | 
of distributing only onee each quarter, Close supervision is maintained — 
over the central distributing company with a view to increasing the 
distribution cycle and thus provide a more rapid flow of materials to 
prefectures. Local distributing companies should be required to revicw 
inventories at frequent intervals and make Creer Oven whenever avail- 
able stocks warrant such action, 


Complaints vee been received of inability of physicians and hosp- 
itals to purchase medicines except during regular distribution periods,
